Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner indicated that Applicants' argument "Applicants 1 
claims recite a top layer that overlies the dWct-image my of indicia. That is not suggested by Katszlm et al." (Remarks 
dated 1/31/2005, page 3) has been carefully considered, but is not persuasive. It is noted that Katsura teaches the 
same structural elements of instant invention, while Katsura's indicia may be a mirror image, the recitation "direct- 
image" still fails to exclude indicia which are either symmetric or free of alphanumeric letters. Applicants responded by 
requesting an office action to account for the new grounds of rejection.
